EDISON OUTW OUTWITTED. 


Wall Street Sharpers pers Said to Have Got 
the Best of the Inventor. 

New York, Feb. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is rumored in Wall 
street that Thomas A. Edison is dissat- 
isfied with the projected consolidation 
of the Edison General Electric Com- 
pany and the Thomson-Houston Com- 
pany, and that he will retire, if indeed 
he be not practically frozen out. It is 
said that he owns only atenth of the 
stock of the Edison Company, which 
controls nearly all his patents, and 
with a small portion of the whole stock 
he is practically powerless. The fact 
that he has only a small’: amount of 
stock is interesting of itself, ds show- 
ing that Edison is sharing the fate of 
inventors generally. Other men have a 
majority of the stock and are drawing 
the dividends. 

It is believed that through ignorance 
of the ways of Wall street he was out- 
witted and some one else obtained con- 
trol of his stock. No one has been able 
to find out definitely what Edison thinks 
of the consolidation scheme, as he re- 
fuses to discuss the matter. By the 
terms of the consolidation the total 
capital stock of the Edison company 
wil] be exchanged for $100,000,000 of 
stock in the new company, and the 
Thompson-Houston Company gets $18,- 
400,000 of stock in the new company. 


A Race War in Kentucky. 
(Ky.,) Feb. 19.—Rioting 
between whites and negroes is feared 
near Patricksburg. A numberof 
whites were recently discharged by the 
Ohio and Big Sandy Railroad, on ac- 
count of trouble with negroes. The 
whites were so incensed that they gave 
a band of seventy-five negroes warning 
to leave or be whipped.

Panis, Feb. 19.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] De Freycinet, chief of 
the cabinet, the members of which last 
night tendered their resignations, had 
aconference with the President this 
morning. Carnot requested De Frey- 
cinet to summon his colleagues to a 
meeting with the President at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, when a _ prolonged 
discussion of the situation was held. 
After the conference the ministers de- 
cided to send a collective resignation. 

In accordance with the programme 
decided upon, the ministers called on 
President Carnot and tendered him 
their joint resignations, which was ac- 
cepted. President Carnot. strongly 
urged the ministry to reconsider, but 
De Freycinet insisted upon resigning, 
saying that he and his colleagues had 
decided that they could not remain in 
power after the action taken yesterday 
by the Chamber. Several generals to- 
day called on De Freycinet, who served 
as War Minister as well as Premier, 
and strongly appealed to him not to re- 
sign, saying that he will be a great loss 
to the army. De Freycinet, however, 
remained obdurate. 

The lobbies of the Chamber were 
filled today with excited members dis- 
cussing the situation, and when the 
final decision of the ministry was 
known the rg was general that a 
state of political uncertainty had ar- 
rived in view of the apparent inability 
ofany party to form a working min- 


istry.

It is freely stated that the Irish Local

The chance of de- 
feat does not conduce to the happiness — 
of the government, Nearly sixty Con- 
servative members are notoriously un- 
reliable, while fifty others disapprove 
the government’s Irish policy and will 
probably absent themselves from @ 
critical division. 

AN ULSTER SENSATION,

MISSION WORK. 


The Closing Sessions of the Three- 
days’ Conference. 


sae Usual Addresses and Papers Pre 
ted—Cons Meeting in the 
Mission Ser- 
vice Tomorrow.

The missionary conference of the 
First Baptist Church closed last even- 
ing, after a three days’ most enthusi- 
astic session. The programme yester- 
day was substantially the same as pub- 
lished in Tue Times of yesterday, the 
forenoon being occupied with addresses 
by Rev. W. Gregory, Dr. A. P. Brown 
and Rev. George E. Dye and Rev. N. L. 
Rigby. The first speaker showed the 
necessity of sacrifice in missiona 
work, the second spoke of medical mis- 
sions and the third-named gentleman 
took up the thought of the close alli- 
ance between missionary work and 
truly conscientious religious life. The 
last speaker was intrusted with the in- 
teresting subject of tithe-giving, and in 
the course of his able address favoring 
the custom he cited Bibical authority, 
and gave many illustrations of its prac- 
ticability and benefit to the individual. 

All of the addresses were . well »pre- 
pared and delivered in a manner which 
commanded the most earnest attention 
‘ot every one present. 

In the afternoon, after Rev. W. de R. 
Pos’ talk concernin 
missions, Mrs. P. W. Dorsey took up the 
subject of woman’s work, clearly show- 
ing in the course of her paper that in 
evangelical work as elsewhere woman’s 
sphere is one of the broadest and 
grandest. 

‘Young People and Missions,’’ by 
Rev. John D. Rumsey, was another most 
interesting feature of the programme, 
it being held that the youngest child 
might prove an important factor in 
conducting Christian work. 

At 4:80 o’clock Rev. Daniel Read led 
in aconsecration service, which resulted 
in a stirring up of religious fervor such 
as is rarely experienced even at meet- 
ings of this character. 

The evening session was occupied in 
the earlier part by Dr. A. J. Frost, who 
by means of a chart and bewildering 
statistics showed that at the present 
rate it would take ages and ages, or as 
he put it, ‘“‘eternities and eternities,”’ 
before the whole world could ever be 
won over to Christ. The doctor, how- 
ever, wished it understood that while 
he was not exactly an optimist he was 
no more a pessimist, for he had perfect 
faith that the great desideratum would 
yet be accomplished. Again resorting 
to the chart he showed a minister to 
every 800 souls in the United States,- 
against a ratio of 1 to 400,000 in pagan 
lands. He quoted the words of a cele- 
brated divine, who recommended that 
every pastor of a charge resign and 
become a missionary, adding that in 
many cases it would be better for the 
people, certainly better for the 
preacher, and the poor heathen would 
surely stand achance of being reached 
much sooner. ‘Thanks be to God,” 
said the speaker, ‘‘while we may not 
convert the world, we may evangelize, 
it, and that, too, in this generation. 
And once that is done God is baund by. 
His own promise to fulfil the rest by 
overthrowing Satan, sin and death, and 
—- up His kingdom here on earth.”’ 

. C. Mabie, home secretary of 
the iacean Baptist Missionary Union, 
was the next to take the platform. He 
was glad when, a couple of years ago, 
upen his election to his present office, 
‘the board had seen fit to send him ona 
flying trip to the scenes of actual work 
among the pagan tribes of India, Africa 
and Japan. He had learned much by 
personal inspection, which had been of 
assistance to him in counseling candi- 
dates for foreign missionary fields. 
Throughout his address the secretary 
dwelt on the great power of in- 


creasing civilization as a _Chris- 
tianizer, holding that in God’s 
sight even a soulless corporation, 


such as a steamship company, often 
wielded a vast influence for good. He 
pointed to the city of Tokioasa forei 
metropolis almost entirely controlled by 
business men from outside nations, and 
remarked that in that one city there 
were not less than 88,000 native stu- 
dents in government schools under the 
training of teachers from such institu- 
tions as our own Harvard and Yale or 
England’s Oxford. This was a great 
factor iu the work nearest the speaker’s 
heart, and by this and numerous sine 
methods, as well as by direct 
dissemination, he confidently hoped 
for the early winning of the worl 
Christ. 

Today many of the delegates will visit 


the Baptist College west of the city and 


tomorrow all will join: in a mission ser- 
vice at the First Church, conducted by 
Rev. Mr. Bunker, late of Burmah.

Contest Over the Estate of Ber- 
nard Dubourdieu, — 


The Daughter Opposing the Admission 
of the Will to Probate, 


The Durrell-Fraley Breach of Con- 
tract Suit on Trial. 


A Burglar Enters a Plea of Not Guilty—DIi- 
vorce Suit Filed—Action to Fore- 
close a Mortgage—New Suits 
~—Today’s Calendar. 


The contest over the admission to 
probate of the will of Bernard Dubour- 
dieu, deceased, came on for hearing 
before Judge Clark in Department Two 
yesterday and occupied his attention 
for several hours. The contestant, Miss 
Mariquita Dubourdieu, who claims that 
the will offered for probate is not the 
last made by her father, was repre- 
sented by Messrs. Anderson & Ander- 
son and Smith, Winder & Smith, while 
Messrs. T. D. Reymert and Jesse Har- 
desty appeared for the proponents. At 
the close of the testimony the Court or- 
dered the matter submitted on briefs. 

CHARGED WITH BURGLARY.

A BLOODY FIGHT. 


Serious Affray ina Low Aliso Street 
Den. 


One Man Probably Fatally Injared—Three 
Men and Three Women Taken to 
the City Prison—Cause of 
the Difficulty. 


At 6 o’clock last night a bloody fight 
took placé inan. old shanty on Aliso 
street opposite the brewery. The place 
is occupied by alot of low Mexicans, 
Italians and negroes, whohave given the 
police considerable trouble for months 
past. They live together like a lot of 
wild beasts and the women are from the 
lowest ranks. 

Hardly a night passes that there is 
not a drunken fight, and in ‘each case 
the participants are more or less in- 
jured, but none of the gang are ever 
willing to inform on each other, 


unable todo anything. The fight last 
night will, however, probably break the 
gang up, asone of them was probably 
fatally shot and beat over the head, and 
three women and twomen who had a 
hand in the fight were lodged in the city 
prison. 

The gang got drunk early in the even- 
ing and an ugly little Mexican named 
Bernardino Castillo armed himself with 
an old-style Colt’s revolver and started 
intoclean the crowd out. The first 
man he ran across was’ Francisco 
Grajiola, an Italian who has been living 
with the gang for several weeks ‘and 
took up with Castillo’s woman. 

. As soon as Castillo declared himself 
the gang began fighting among them- 
selves, and Castillo brought his old rusty 
pistol into play and three or four shots 
were fired in quick succession. All es- 
caped being hit except the Italian and 
he received a bullet in the back of his 
head. The ball ranged down and came 
out under the left ear. 

As soon as Grajiola fell Castillo 
jumped on him and began to batter him 
over the head with the pistol, and he 
was still engaged in his. occupation 
whenthe police arrived and put the 
whole gang under arrest. 

Two or three got away before the 
patrol wagon arrived, but thé officers 
landed the man who did the shooting 
and another Mexican and a negro and 
three women in the city prison, and 
Grajiola was taken to the receiving 
hospital. 

The women and the rest of the party 
were too drunk to give their names, 
and declared that they had no names. 
They were locked up and _ will probably 
be given a long term in jail, as they be- 
long tothe lowest gang of toughs that 
this city has ever been troubled with. _ 

Drs. Murphy and Bryant were called 
in as soon as possible and made a care- 
fulexamination of the wounded man. 
The only wound found is in the head 
and it will prove fatal unless he has the 
constitution of a horse, for the ball 
passed a distance of several inches 
through the brain, and his skull wes 
fractured in several places from the 
pistol blows. _ 

_After several efforts he managed to 
make a statement to Police Bailiff Appel, 
but he denied that Castillo shot him. 

‘‘We quarreled,’’ said he, “and my 
friend began to shoot in the air, but he 
did not point the pistol exactly at me. 
When he got tired of shooting he ran 
up to me and knocked me down and be- 
gan to beat me over the head with his 
big pistol. We have been good friends, 
and I don’t know why he should act 
that way. The women in our house be- 
longed to all of usand he had no right 
to get quarrelsome about any one 
of them. Idon’t think he wanted to 
kill me.”’ 

Grajiola then became partially un- 
conscious, and it is more than probable 
that he will never speak again, as he 
has three or four wounds on the head 
that would knock any ordinary man out. 
He was covered with blood from head 
to foot and presented a most horrible 
appearance when taken to the hospital.

do in poultry politics, and perhaps som¢ 
of those who had snffered defeat were 
jawing back their disapproval of the re- 
sult, and making allegations against 
the returning boards. A lot of big Par- 
tridge and Buff Cochins with bass 
voices were about the noisiest delega- 
tion in thehall. They had just arrived 
from Pasadena and were still in their 
canvas-covered transportation boxes, 
reposing on the floor near the entrance. 
They had not yet been given a chance 
at the various colored ribbons and were 
fresh for the contest. 

Nearly a week of close confinement 
in the exhibition coops, breathing the 
more or less vitiated atmosphere of the 
hall, had begun to tell on a good many 
of the more tender birds; consequently 
they were taken out and sent home to 
recuperate on the ozone of their native 
fields and groves. Their places were 
supplied with fresh birds, and the con- 
sequence is that the show goes on with 
unabated attractiveness. Yesterda 
and last night there wasa fair attend- 
ance, considering the weather. Today 
will close the exhibition, and this even- 
ing the coops will be cleared out of the 
halland the affair will be wound up 
with adance. For this the regular ex- 
hibition tickets, costing 25 cents each, 
will give admission. 

The poultry show, taken altogether, 
may not have proven a brilliant finan. 
cial success, but in every other way'it 
has been a triumph. Ten years ago 
such a collection of birds in New York 
or Chicago would have created a great 
sensation. In fact, such a collection 
would not have been possible ten years 
ago forthe reason that many of the 
breeds here represented have been orig- 
inated since thattime. It is only just 
to say that, in the few years that South- 
ern California has devoted to introduce 
ing and breeding fine fowls, it has 
forged to the very front rank, accom- 
plishing wonders. No country in the 
world offers a more satisfactory climate 
or more favorable conditions generally 
for fancy breeding, and no people are 
better fitted for taking hold of the in- 
dustry in & thorough and scientific way. 
Had it not been for the Poultry Asso- 
ciation, whose third annual exhibition 
is now closing, nobody would dream of 
the progress which breeders of South- 
ern California have made. 

In the present show the Leghorns, as 
usual, have found strong representa- 
tion. The browns take the lead, with 
some magnificent specimens. and there 
were also representatives of the white, 
the black and the buff.

A dozen or more coops of silvere 
spangled Hamburgs exhibited creditable 
specimens. The exhibition of gamesran 
rather light. The bantams were pretty 
fairly repcesented as to classes, but not 
in great numbers.

purpose fowls—the showing was most 
admirable. One pair of prize-winning 
Light Brahmas was sold at auction 
Thursday evening for $50—and they 
are worth the money.

The black, white and mottled Lang- 
shans attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion.

Atthe 
vernal equinox, March 22, when the 
sun crosses the equatorial line going 
north, and the polarity of the earth 
changes to a certain extent, the north- 
ern hemisphere is most subject to 
storms. At the autumnal equinox, Sep- 
tember 22, when the sun crosses the 
line going south, the southern hemis- 
phere is most subject to storms. 
‘‘Egquimoctial storms’’ are so well rec- 
ognized that the expression has passed 
into a household world. 

Now, it is urged that if the passage 
of the equinox in our earth is sufficient 
to create these atmospheric disturb- 
ances, why should not the equinoxes of 
other planets make themselves felt? 
This thought has led to investigation, 
and the investigation develops a theory 
which has many strong poiuts to sus- 
tain it. 

Jupiter being the largest planet in 
the system, with a volume 12385 times 
as great as our earth, is awarded the 
first place in influencing solar and plan- 
etary perturbations. Jupiter makes a 
complete revolution about the sun in 
4332.5 days, or 11.86 years. During 
this time, like the earth, he has two 
equinoxes.

The Surveys Definitely Determined 
and Work Begun. 


_ACheap Emigrant Rate to California 
' is Denied. 


fhe Santa Fe’s Right-of-way to Santa 
Monica—How “The Fiyer”’ Bene- 
fits San Bernardino 
—Notes. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says that Chief Engineer 
‘Hood, of the Southern Pacific Company, 
has definitely located the line of the 
coast division from Santa Margarita to 
Ellwood. All rights-of-way have been 
granted‘to the railroad company and 
work has been commenced on the faces 
of the tunnels. It was at first intended 
to run the road inland, but it strikes 
‘out from San Luis Obispo for the coast 
and follows the coast line for most of 
the distance to Ellwood and Santa Bar- 
bara. The Gistance from Santa Marga- 
rita by fixed survey is greater than by 
the line at first proposed, being 180 
miles, while the other is less than 100, 
but the coast line will be cheaper to 


mountainous acountry. There will be 
heavier and rougher work on that part 
of the line between Santa Margarita 
and San Luis Obispo thau there was on 
- the California and Oregon road in Sis- 
kiyou. Mr. Hood says there will be 
seven tunnels in the first sixteen miles, 
one of them being 3000 feet in length. 
F. S. Douty, of the Pacific Improve- 
ment Company, said that contracts had 
not yet been let for the construction of 
these tunnels, but that preliminary 
work was being done and ‘as soon as 
bids were all in and the acceptable one 
chosen there would be an immediate 
commencement of work. 

It is a surprise to many that the line 
has not been located so as to include 
and absorb the Pacific Coast Railway. 
It is thought one object in choosing the 
coast line is to make the road a ‘scenic 
line’ for passengers. It will not run 
through a single town of any size for 
the whole distance of 1830 miles. It 
will reach the extreme edge of Point 
Concepcion, and will run within eight 
miles of Lompoc. From Point Concep- 
cion to Ellwood it will run across many 
arroyos that gash thecoast line and fre- 
quent bridging will be necessary. |

Subduing the Babbits. 

Growers all know the pestiferous rab- 
bit; how easily and rapidly he girdles 
trees in your orchards, andthe difficulty 
is to keep the fellow out. An exchange 
announces that G. A. Hanson of Chino 
Valley has a remedy that is not only 
cheap and simple, but effective. To 
one pound of aloes add the essential 
oils of the leaves of the blue gum and 
those of the pepper tree; the quantity 
to be about a quart measure packed 
with leaves, These are grated with an 
ordinary grater, after which pour over 
each (separately) two quarts of boiling 
-hot water, and over the pound of aloes 
four quarts. Let it stand for a few 
hours, ther put allthree into one ves- 
sel, making eight quarts of _ liquid with 
which to wash the base of the trees. 
The adhesive quality of the essential 
oils of the foliage gives a permanency 
to the wash when applied that will re- 
main on the,trees. for a ‘long time. 
Trees submitted to an application of 
this solution last August have heen left 
severely alone ever since by the rabbits.

The first business was the consideration 
of 4 request made by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company through Col. T. J. Wil- 
son, the company’sagent at San Bernar- 
dino, with Will A. Harris as the attorney, 
asking for anexpression of the board by 
resolution showing the attitude of the trus- 
tees respecting the use of Park avenue 
through Lugonia Park by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company fora railroad right-of-way. 
Representatives for the Santa Fé, with 
Judge Brunson as their attorney, were 
ae and objected to such expression 
ing given by the City Trustees. The case 
was argued pro and comfortwohours. The 
Southern acifiC people made the 
claim that, 


use avenue for the 
railroad, ahd having the unanimous con- 
sent of property owners and trustees, they 
had a right to ask an expression of opinion 
from the trusteesin session. The resolu- 
tion was asked for at this meeting to have 
for use at the injunction proceedings before 
Judge Cope the following morning. The 
objection was made by the Santa Fé people 
that such an expression should not be 
given, asthe right-of-way given the Santa 
Fé through this street carried with it the 
right to use all the street. 

The following resolution was, however, 
presented and passed by a unanimous vote: 

‘Resolved, that the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company and the Pacitic Improvement 
Company, corporations, be and they are 
hereby authorized tu construct a line of 
railway in the south thirty and one-half 
feet of Park avenue, in the city of Red- 
lands, and that they be permitted to occupy 
the avenue for railroad purposes. That 
the building and constructing of the rail- 
way tracks by said corporaion for the pur.- 
pose of constructing said line of railway 
along the same were with the knowledge 
of the board and without objection on the 
part of the board.”’ 

The City Clerk made a certified copy of 
the resolution and forwarded it to the 
court yesterday morning. Each member 
ofthe board also made affidavit, stating 
that he had knowledge of the intention of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad to pass along 
Park avenue in Lugonia Park and that he 
had no objection to the same. There was 
then introduced an ordinance, as ordered 
at the last meeting, granting the Southern 
Pacific Company a franchise of the right-of- 
way through Park avenue. 

In this instance it seems that the Santa 
Fé ‘‘was not in it,’’ as all action taken was 
in favor of the Southern Pacific Company.
